In Plate xxvii. of the present volume ] gave a complete copy of the 
Kevptian text on the coffin of Neter-Nekht in the Australian Museum, and 
| now present full lists of the hieroglyphical signs and words in this 
ancient inscription. 


With the aid of these lists and also the English rendering of the text 
printed in my former article! it shonld be quite a simple matter for those 
interested to follow ont for themselves the Egyptian words. 


For sake of clearness, the pictorial words and signs in the plates are 
all placed in the same direction, and the nnmbers of the lines refer to the 
numbers in my previously published plate. 


The following transliteration of the Egyptian inscription on the coffin 
shonld also be found nseful to the beginner :—
